ment appeared to be trying to 
counter the embarrassment caused 
by the recent defection of the KGB 
chief in London and Britain’s ex- 
pulsion over the past 10 days of 31 
Soviet officials accused of spying. 
The Soviet Union has retaliated by 
ordering 31 British Embassy staff, 
journalists and businessmen out of 
Moscow. 

The Soviet public has been told 
about the Soviets expelled from 
London— an action the official 
press describes as a "gross provo- 
cation” -but not about the defec- 
tion of Oleg A. Gordievski, the KGB 
chief in London, who accor ding to 
British officials worked as a double 
agent for nearly 20 years. 
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
